it was learned today. 


A letter to The Dixon Evening 


Telegraph, signed by the students 
strongly opposes the curtailment 
The students indicated that when 
the board of education meets 
again it will receive a petition 
•igned by students and parents, 
objecting to the curtailment. 


According to the letter received 


by the Telegraph Thursday after- 
noon the students have been told 
that a "reduction in classes will be 
affected next year—all advanced 
classes will be omitted, and clases 
which are the essentials to the 
forming of a completed course of 
any value at all are to be left out. 
The reason for this is that it is 
impossible for the two industrial 
arts teachers now employed to 
handle the increased enrollment in 
the department's already 
over- 


crowded classes." 


ASK NEW TEACHER 


. It is the contention of the stu- 
dents " that an additional teacher 
should be employed to permit the 
continuation of the classes. 


The letter received by The Tele- 


graph follows: 


To the reader* of Th« Dbton 


Evening: Telegraph: 


"We have long felt our indus- 


trial arts department was over- 
crowded and Insufficient; 
its 


equipment and capacity are only 
a fraction of what are needed 
and what they should be. There 
are schools throughout the state 
which offer a great deal more 
In the way of subjects and are 
folly equipped to successfully 
teach those subjects but are sit- 
uated In towns of not nearly the 
•ize of our town. We grant that 
Improvements have been made 
over the time when the indus- 
trial arts department included 
only woodwork and drafting, but 
the time has come- for further 
Improvement. The limited ca- 
pacity of the department forces, 
dangerously overcrowded and 
Ineffective 
classes, 
and 
the 


•cope of subjects taken In. Is 
only a fraction of what It should 
be. 


Cites Large Classes 


"Such has been the case, but 


now we have been told that a 
reduction in classes will be ef- 
fected next year; all advanced 
classes will be omitted; classes 
which are essentials to the form- 
Ing of a completed course of any 
value at all are to be left out. 
The reason for this move Is that 
It Is Impossible for the two In- 
dustrial arts teachers now cm- 
ployed to handle the increased 
enrollment in the departments 
already overcrowded classes. 


"The answer to the situation 


Is the acquiring of an additional 
teacher. The classes then could 
be made smaller and thus be- 
come safe and effective plus the 
fact that several formerly omit- 
ted subjects such as radio, elec- 
tricity, and plastics, which are 
Important to a modern school, 
could be added. 


Furthers Insufficiency 


"In place of only furthering 


Insufficiency of the industrial 
arts courses In trying to improve 
their condition, why not ac- 
quire this new teacher and per- 
mit the classes to be conducted 
an before but eliminating the 
dangerously crowded conditions 
and permitting the addtlonal 
crane* to be added ? The Indus* 
trial art* department has long 
been denied sufficient space and 
an Adequate teaching staff; It 
therefore has been denied the 
chance to operate at full capa- 
city and value. 


"We feel the plan presently 


proposed to take effect next 
year to a backward motion and 
• refusal to what w« are entitled. 
We therefore submit this Iftter 
a* » protest, hoping that yon, 
«w parent* and necnhnr*, will 
realize an« correct this mistake.'

Springfield. 111., May 6—(AP)-- 


The Illinois Veterans commission 
is planning a sharp reduction in 
the number of its service offices 
throughout the state, a commission 
official said today. 


Tentative plans call for 12 offi- 


cers in Cook county and 53 down- 
state. An estimated 150 employes 
will be laid off. The commission 
originally had 142 offices, includ- 
ing 15 in Cook county. 


Homer G. Bradney, commission

ftency move 
for the new offices are expected 
to be announced next week. 


The commission was created in 


1945 by former Gov. Dwight H. 
Green to aid returning veterans 
on bonus, terminal leave and other 
benefits. 


Two years ago, the commission's 


appropriation was around $3,000,- 
000. It has been cut by $1.000,000 
in the current budget. 


Although the peak work load 


is passed, Bradney said the com- 
mission and its field offices still 
handle many compensation and 
insurance problems which require 
skilled personnel. 


The Illinois senate already has 


passed a bill repealing the re- 
quirement for a commission field 
office in every county. The bill 
is set for a house committee hear- 
ing Wednesday. 


Under the reorganization, coun- 


ty offices would be consolidated 
in many eases and serve a wider 
area. Where offices are eliminated, 
the service officer and secretary 
(are to be dropped.

Congress Finds the Taft- 


Hartley Act Isn't So Bad 


It'* up to the senate now. But as far as the house is 


concerned, the Taft-Hartley act is still the labor law of the 
land. The administration's compromise betwen brave cam- 
paign promises and practical reality came too late, and the 
best Mr. Truman's cohorts could do was to kill the Wood bill, 
a sort of super-Taft-Hartley piece of legislation, and leave 
things as they were. 
The last-minute compromise was whipped up when the 


Lesinski bill was clearly doomed. This was 90-odd per cent 
Wagner act, with a few minor changes, and at the end even 
its best friends didn't give it a chance. 


One of the most interesting things in this connection is 


that the administration bill seemed to lose ground during 
the Easter vacation when most congressmen went back to 
talk to the home folks. The constituents are pretty good 
lobbyists themselves, since they are the ones who keep the 
members in steady work. And there didn't seem to be any 
overwhelming evidence of a "people's mandate" to repeal 
the T-H legislation.

But when poll-takers broke it 
down for them and asked them what they thought of this 
provision or that, it developed that the hatred for the whole 
greatly exceeded the hatred of the sum of its parts. 


The Taft-Hartley law has its imperfections and inequi- 


ties. But it has never been the monstrous, legalization of 
slavery -that its opponents pictured it. In fact, the contrast 
between what the labor people said would take place under 
the law and what actually happened caused their propaganda 
to backfire. Labor may have sustained some minor injuries^ 
but it also made substantial gains. 


The hysteria of organized labor's anti-T-H campaign 


didn't do Mr. Truman any good in the long run, either. He 
took the keynote of labor's campaign for his own. But the 
picture of enslaved labor was never there to back him up. 
The labor bill, in the light of succeeding events, obviously 
wasn't the crucial issue in his victory. 


So all the pressure and threats of patronage loss were of 


no avail. The administration waited too long to pull in its 
horns and offer the Sims compromise bill. 
This bill, as 


Speaker Rayburn said, was "about what the Lesinski bill 
should have been in the first place." But the GOP-Southern 
Democrat coalition, with its dander up, didn't agree.
